Returns from the national election 
yesterday show a sweeping majority for 
Roosevelt, and Fairbanks. The Repub¬ 
licans have carried New York by a 
majority of about 185,000; Indiana by a 
majority variously estimated at from 
35.000 to 55.006; Illinois by upward of 
100,000; Ohio by probably 126.000. The 
.indications are that they have carried 
all the so-called doubtful State* East 
and West, though In West Virginia the 
margin according teethe Incomplete re¬ 
turns is small and may be changed by 
later returns.

Roosevelt and Reaction. 

The Courier-Journal ha* been up- 
braided by some of the Republican or¬ 
gans for "going back to Reconstruction 
times." 

If the Courier-Journal, In participat¬ 
ing in the campaign of 1904, has gone 
back to Reconstruction times, who but 
the presidential candidate of these or¬ 
gans is responsible? 

Who but Theodore Roosevelt is re¬ 
sponsible for anybody In the Twen¬ 
tieth century going back to Recon¬ 
struction times? 

Who else is responsible for conditions 
In which Reconstruction times are even 
mentioned or thought of now? 

When Mr. Roosevelt succeeded to the 
Presidency the era of Reconstruction 
did Indeed seem as much "dead sjkJ 
gone" as any period of the Dark Ages. 
Sectionalism had practically disap¬ 
peared In broad nationalism. The 
Southern people felt themselves and 
were looked upon as Americans. T<h«j 
solid South, made solid by the ex¬ 
periences and the memories of Recon¬ 
struction, was fast breaking up po¬ 
litically, as it had already broken up 
socially and materially. The white 
men of the South were dividing be¬ 
tween the parties, no longer driven to¬ 
gether by the black menace which bad 
originated In and survived the period 
of Reconstruction. McKinley, voted 
for by thousands of Southern whites 
who had formerly voted only with the 
Democrats, had at hlB death the re¬ 
spect, admiration and affection of the 
Southern whites, not because he had 
discriminated In their favor, but be¬ 
cause he had not discriminated against 
them, and had shown himself the Pres¬ 
ident of all the people. Nobody, North 
or South, was recalling, or even dream¬ 
ing of "Reconstruction times." The 
phrase was never seen In print. 

But Mr. Roosevelt hod not been In 
th^ White House six months before the 
Courier-Journal warned his party that 
his course, If persisted In, would undo 
the good work of unification and na¬ 
tional laatlon which his predecessor had 
ro well completed. He had not been 
In the White House a year before the 
South had been resolidified politically 
and. amazed at the dlwcloture of the 
character and motives of the head of 
the National Government, was stand¬ 
ing once more, first of all, for its self- 
prutection, all other considerations put 
aside. The President by his Southern 
appointments, intentionally offensive to 
the Southern whites, and as much, or 
more, by the contemptuous and inso¬ 
lent reflections ‘which he heaped upon 
the Southern whites, through his 
gratuitous "statements" In making and 
defending the appointments, clearly 
showed that young In years as he was 
and progressive in Ideals as he had 
been assumed to be. he was actuated 
by the narrow and bitter spirit of sec¬ 
tional proscription and hate, of super¬ 
cilious Pharisaism and hectoring arro¬ 
gance, which had created the era of 
Reconstruction. He persistently proved 
himself a reactionist of the most malig¬ 
nant type, and reaction, with its mis¬ 
erable rekindling of sectional feeling 
and racial passions was. as the Courier- 
Journal had warned, the Inevitable re¬ 
sult. 

That is why In a campaign In 1904, 
when there were voters who. at the ac¬ 
cession of Theodore Roosevelt to the 
presidency would have had to read 
history to learn what the word Re¬ 
construction meant, we heard so 
much of Reconstruction again, and 
why the first practical step to 
reviving and accomplishing It, 
the curtailment of Southern represen¬ 
tation In the affairs of the nation, un* 
til this year rejected by the Republic¬ 
ans a* the proposition of a crank. Is 
now actually proposed in its platform 
by the party which has been caught 
In the undertow of Reaction set in mo¬ 
tion by the forces which have been re¬ 
vived by the leader whom fate, 
through the freak shot of an assassin, 
fastened upon It.

“Let There Be Light!” 

Although the Presidential election Is 
over, the matter of the Panama canal 
has but Just begun, and It will not 
down until the bottom facts have been 
laid bare and the people made to under- 
stand the actualities of a transac¬ 
tion before which the villainies of Black 
Friday, of Credli MoblUer and of Pa¬ 
cific Mall, all combined. oink into in¬ 
significance. 

We reproduce In this Issue of the 
Courier-Journal, os the basis of the 
campaign against fraud and outrage 
which will be renewed on the assem¬ 
bling of Congress, the full text of the 
"open letter." addressed by Senator 
John T. Morgan, of Alabama, to Secre¬ 
tary of State John Hay. the occasion 
being Mr. Hay's speech of a fortnight 
ago in Carneg'e Hail, New York. 

In that speech the Secretary showed 
himself the avant courier of the court¬ 
iers and diplomats who are to displace 
and succeed the old race of statesmen 
and patriots in case the Pharosalsm 
and PhilRstlnlsm of mercenary politics, 
under a thoroughly commercialized 
public opinion, gets a footing in the 
National Government. 

Mr. Hay does not disdain the people. 
On the contrary, he recognize* their ex¬ 
istence and patronizes them. Surround¬ 
ed by an ostentatious array of cosmo¬ 
politan Society, bed Iz zoned with laces 
and diamonds, and gathered in one of Its 
meet resplendent temples—a very sanc¬ 
tum sanctorum of the Four Hundred— 
this Arbiter Elegantiarum et Diplomat- 
Icum condescends to tell them that they 
are not all rogues and rascals; not even 
all of them who vote the Democratic 
ticket—though fools they may be. It is 
only the Democratic leader* who are 
rogues and rascals. They, of course, do 
not mean, do not believe, what they 
say. The Roosevelt word alone is Law; 
and the Givers of the Law may not be 
found outside those who worship at the 
Throne of Grace, the Roots, the Tafts 
and the Knoxes, Mr. Hay. hlmaelf, lead¬ 
ing the procession of selfish, self-seek¬ 
ing officialdom; Lodge, Aldrich and 
Fry to hold up the Apostolic line in 
the Senate. Mr. Speaker Cap non, and 
his Committee on Rules, to abolish fixed 
Congressional and Representative pro¬ 
cedure and to bring up the rear In the 
House; the Trusts that live and thrive 
off legislative favors to put up the mon¬ 
ey. the Cortelyous to place it where It 
will do the most good! 

Such Is Republican partylsm. Corrupt 
and corrupting at home. Inevitably It 
leads In our foreign relations to such 
Diplomacy as we have had«ln the Nic¬ 
aragua-Colombia-Panama business, un¬ 
utterably high-handed, unspeakably 
base, yet perfectly characteristic of the 
New Era of Chicane, of Evasion. Sup¬ 
pression and Silence, with which an un¬ 
principled adventurer at the head of 
affairs would supplant the old Demo¬ 
cratic Republic, as It existed from 
Washington to McKinley. 

The scoundrels who have Imported 
this Panama body of death from 
France and foisted It on us—Forty Mill¬ 
ions to the Stock Jobbers of Paris, New 
York and Washington. Ten Millions to 
the Agents of the French Company In 
Panama, but thinly disguised as Fili¬ 
busters and Freebooters—rely uron 
two contingencies to escape the infamy 
they have earned; the diversion of the 
popular Interest and the age of Sen¬ 
ator Morgan. 

They reckon without due proce-s of 
reasoning. Murder Is not the only 
crime that will not down. It la not The 
only crime that speaks with miraculous 
organ. There are deeds so foul that 
they become eu mu Ions and defeat 
themselves. This Panama business 1 * 
one of these. Already the author of 
the double-dealing Spooner Act Ins 
been driven with Ignominy from his 
State, and will presently enter the Col¬ 
ony of Corporation Counsel, of whom 
William Nelson Cromwell and John 
Mellen Thurston are shining Pghfs. The 
turn of the others will duly arrive. Th« 
Fifty Millions of good, taxpayers’ 
money are gone, never to return. Lit¬ 
tle Vanilla Bean, the comedlnn. the 
masquerading Civil Engineer of the 
canal. Fiscal Agent of the comnnny and 
Ambassador of the bogus Republ'c, has 
his part of the swag and Is laughing In 
his sleeve whilst he enjoys It. But all 
the fart* will ultimately reach the pub¬ 
lic, and nil the world will know and 
understand them. 

Before the canal la half completed 
such a stench wlU be wafted from the 
Isthmus as even the Gray Wrtve* of 
the Senate may not resist or suppress. 
The original villainy ts Indeed com¬ 
plete. The original villains have got 
away with their booty. But the wor’d 
has not come to an end y»t, and. his¬ 
torically nt teast. there will be an ac¬ 
counting. the burthen of whlrti will be 
woe to all concerned. 

Mr. Morgan's letter to Mr. Hay is 
overwhelming In its array of facte The 
Secretary* may writhe, but he cannot 
escape them. He will* not even attempt 
it. Evasion. Suppression and Silence 
are the only weapons left the State De¬ 
partment, and we may be sure its head 
will avail himself of these. 


For the part twenty years the United 
s’Btes Giolcgical Survey has b.*en «r- 
gaged .n nicking topagraphi ’.al maps of 
such States, or portions of them as the 
State Geological Surveys request, when 
agreeing to bear an equal share of the 
expense. The work is therefore done 
In co-operation. The territory is divid¬ 
ed Into quadra g’.es or four-d led a.tas. 
with their rides purallel to the Il.iea of 
latitude and longitude. The quadrangle 
of Louisville complete wjuld b~ about 
seventeen miles long and fifteen miles 
wide, but as Louisville Is almast exact¬ 
ly in the center, only that p ut of the 
quadrangle which lies in Kentucky will 
appear In the map. unless similar pro¬ 
vision for the survey of tha Indiana 
portion Is madle. 

The work proposed to be done and 
displayed on the map will consist of a 
thorough topographical survey rhowlng 
•the altitudes by contour*, with all the 
streams, railroad?!, turnpikes and coun¬ 
ty roads accurately laid down, together 
with towns, post-offices and every feat¬ 
ure of note indicated. When the field 
work has been done and the top >gj aph- 
IcaJ map completed, the geology of th« 
quadrangle will then be defined by ap¬ 
propriate colors and text so that at a 
! glance one can tell the particular geo- 
| logical formation of every part of the 
| quad-rungle. with the character of the 
rocks, minerals, soils and other eco¬ 
nomic features Inviting development. 

The greater portion of Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky was, during the existence of the 
former survey, topographically map¬ 
ped, but as yet the grt>logioal data have 
been placed upon only a few of the 
quadrangles. While this is a valuable 
step toward the ultimate comp nation of 
a map of the Sfrarte. which will be both 
topographically and geologically com¬ 
plete. under the present small appro¬ 
priation made for the support of the 
survey It will require many year* be¬ 
fore the whole State will be covered 
by a work so necessary for & thorough 
understanding of Us resources. It will 
embrace over 160 quadrangle?, and In¬ 
volve a thorough knowledge of both 
the topography and the geology of 
each. 

While there are few. If any, ores em¬ 
braced in the Louisville quadrangle, the 
area abounds In clays, shales, stone 
and other material valuable tn the 
manufacture of Portland and hydraulic 
cement, bricks and Ule, and for other 
economic industries, together with salt 
brines and possibly some petroleum. 
Their presence has led the Director 
of the Survey to select this as the field 
of one of his earliest operation* In 
that direction, as promising not only 
valuable result*, but also as an object 
lesson Illustrating the ultimate alms 
of the survey as to^he whole State. 

Mr. Charles E. Cook, who has the 
general supervision of the Fid rod H ie 
of the co-operative work In Kentucky, 
is now making preliminary Investiga¬ 
tion and coltocting data preparatory 
for the field work to be undertaken 
next *prlng. The State geologic hopes 
to complete the work next season, un¬ 
less It shall be too much impeded by 
the peculiar geographical position of 
Louisville with rerpeot to the national 
map.

The demand for gold in European 
financial centers, a* the result of Rus¬ 
sian war loans, has quite depleted the 
supply of gold bars In tills country, 
the Government having left on hand 
only about $3,000,000. Should the ex^ 
port demand continue, bankers will be 
compelled to ship coin, which cannot 
he so conveniently handled as bar*, 
owing to the difficulty of securing full 
weight American eaglen. It Is well 
known that coin In circulation loses 
weight by abrasion, but an additional 
loss results from the aame cause In 
shipment to Europe. An Instance hns 
been cited In Wall street circles where 
ns much as one thirty-second per cent, 
has been lost through abrasion alone 
In shipping gold coin, which would be 
at the rate of more than $300 in a ship¬ 
ment of $ 1 , 000 , 000 . Under ordinary cir¬ 
cumstances no actual shipment of gold 
would be necessary, but owing to the 
advance In sterling exchange it Is 
cheaper to do so than to draw bills on 
London. 


"Secretary Shaw says that it <lo** not 
matter much how fag the expenditures 
of the Government are. Th*» money goes 
for labor, and by pump'ng money out of 
the pockets of the taxpayer* and pumping 
It Into the pockets of the employes of the 
Government we keep money In olrculatlon 
and onah'.e the employes to buy food and 
clothes, and that makes business for tho 
merchants. ‘We spent some millions/ he 
says. *on battleships and cruisers; but 
out of every million thus expended nine 
hundred thousand goes to labor In some 
form * 0 o long a* the money goes to 'la¬ 
bor in some form/ then, It matters not 
that the expenditures exceed the revenue 
and additional! taxes writ! presently be¬ 
come Imperative; all Che money wlU go to 
‘labor in some form.'"—(PhtladeJph'a 
Record. 

Perhaps that helps to explain why so 
many campaign expenses of the G. O. 
P. that ought to be paid out of the 
treasury of its National Committee, arc 
paid out of the treasury of the Govern¬ 
ment. The money goes to "labor in 
some form—" usually that form of labor 
exerted by party r workers.

"Sir: No apology* is due from arty 
Senator who voted against the ratifica¬ 
tion. without amendment, of your 
treaty with Bunau-VarlUa for address¬ 
ing you through the press since • you 
have assailed them In your recent 
speech In New York In terms that I 
will presently quote. I cannot under¬ 
stand the Injustice and unseemly fury 
of your assault upon those Senators, 
when I know that they have always 
treated you with marked respect, and, 
on frequent occasions, with much for¬ 
bearance, because of the severe pres¬ 
sure you have been subjected to In 
the conduct of your high office since 
the death of President HcKlrdey. They 
did not count upon your ability to re¬ 
sist such control, but have not expected 
that It would result in your captivity 
to Us strenuous force to the extent 
that is obvious In your speech in New 
York. 

"We also regarded the fact that you 
seem to have forgotten thut you are 
now' In position to succeed to the pres¬ 
idency under the law, In which event 
your relations to the Senate w'ould be 
most intimate and confidential. 

"It Is understood also to be a great 
comfort to your purty that they have 
secured the President's pledge ihat you 
are to be second In the succession to 
the presidency Jn the event of his elec¬ 
tion to that office In November. 

• • • 

Hay’s Insult To the Senate. 

"With these great powers and possi¬ 
bilities added to the office of Secretary 
of State, it Is a very serious matter to 
the w'hole country that you have openly 
branded the political minority in the 
Senate, who opposed your treaty with 
Bunau-Vlrllll, with this Insulting and 
mendacious statement. After declaim¬ 
ing against this opposition to your 
treaty with that French interloper you 
suy 'there Is one enviable conclusion— 
they do not believe one w'ord they say/ 
With such opinions as to the Senators 
who oppose your policies they fully 
understood that the sovereign States 
they represent would soon sink into 
subject provinces through your disdain 
and would be snuffed out, an you and 
Bunau-Varllla have, vlrtully, extin¬ 
guished the Republic of Colombia, the 
cherished friend of the United Stales 
during all Its existence. 

"God save us from the arrogance of 
your contempt and disdain when you 
are compelled In your high office to do 
the imperial will of a master whom you 
fear and are 1 < d by the mercenary cun¬ 
ning of Bunau-Var11!a and turn upon 
American Senators who refuse to fol¬ 
low you with the reproaches 1 have 
quoted. 

"You put a question to the country 
by way of rebuke <o the Senators you 
so unjustly denounce, os follows: ‘Do 
we w'ant to sn-^nk out of the Tsthmu* 
of Panama, acknowledge we have no 
right there and basely surrender the 
hope and dream of centuries?’ Your 
hope and dream of & canal at Panama 
has no relation to centuries. It has 
come to you since the death of Presi¬ 
dent McKinley. Before that time your 
hope and dream’ and your most earner 
labors were hand In hand with that 
great President in the work of locat¬ 
ing ’our cumi’ in Nicaragua. Whether 
you abandon or sneaked* out of that 
‘hope and dream’ .to conform to the 
wishes of a new administration the 
country and posterity will not fall to 
decide. • 

• • • 

Hay’s Inconsistencies. 

"When you were Secretary of S’ate 
und*»r President McKinley, Hulln, gen¬ 
eral director of the new Panama (/anal 
Company, uud Cromwell, general attor¬ 
ney for that company, knowing that 
the report of the Isthmian Canal Com¬ 
mission would he In favor of the Nica¬ 
raguan route and thnt the Hepburn 
bill, which had passed the House by 
every vote of that body sav* 26 In the 
negative, was pending In the Senate, 
where it was delayed by the discussion 
of the first Hay-Pauncefote treaty, and 
knowing that the chance* of dumping 
the Panama canal on the United State* 
were desperate, sent to you letters, 
which are of record, containing state¬ 
ments a* to the condition and property 
of that company and its work that w'ere 
utterly false. 

"Those letter* contained arguments 
against the Nicaraguan route and prop¬ 
ositions to transfer the legal residence 
Of the company to the United Stales 
and to merge it Into a New' Jersey cor¬ 
poration under rhe name the 'New Pan¬ 
ama Canal Company of America.' the 
charter for w'hlch had been granted, 
and the offer that the United State* 
might become a controlling stockhold¬ 
er therein. Those letters also eta ted 
that the French company had secured 
an extension of its concession from 
Colombia from 1904 to 1910. This was to 
show* that they had tied the hands of 
Colombia so that It could not enforce 
a forfeiture of Its concession before 
1910, a* an Inducement to the proposed 
bargain w ith the United States. 

"These letters appear to have been 
received by you and the President in 
cold silence, without the courtesy of an 
acknowledgement. While these over¬ 
ture* wbre bring propsed upon the eon- 
sidornrtlon of the President It was dis¬ 
closed that civil war in Colombia had 
begun, and that It was caused by the 
refusal of the Congress of that repub¬ 
lic to confirm an agreement .made with 
President Sanclemente for the extension 
of the time for the completion of ffa- 
canal from 19m. when It would expire, 
until 1910. Sanclemente had announced 
that he. as President, would make a 
decree accepting the $1,000,000 In French 
gold, and would grant the extension, 
notwithstanding the adverse vote of the 
Coogrep*. Hereupon the Congress de¬ 
clared hi* office vacant and adjourned 
sine die." 

• • • 

Hand and Glove With Convicted 
Felons. 

These facts w'ere well known to you 
and President McKinley, and that the 
Canal Company wa* the cause of the 
outbreak of the Civil War In Colombia, 
and no disposition was then manifest¬ 
ed to adopt the cause of the Canal 
Company against the Congress and 
people of Colombia. On the contrary, 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, un¬ 
der Admiral Walker submitted their 
report to President McKinley on the 

of November. 1900. in which they 
decided in favor of a Nicaraguan route, 
and reported a state of facts that 
showed that the New* Panama Canal 
Company was composed, In the larger 

A 


part, of convicted felon*, amerced In 
heavy fines and condemned to peniten¬ 
tiaries by the French courts for rob¬ 
beries committed on the old company 
of Lesweps. That report ailso stated 
thnt* the crimes of these convicts w'ere 
pardoned on their agreement to organ¬ 
ize the new company and furnish the 
money to complete the canal. It .stated 
thnt they only subscribed $13,000,000 to 
complete the canal that had obviously 
cost the French people $260,000,000, and 
that they were fully Indemnified 
against any losses by taking over the 
Panama railroad, at a valuation of 
$5,000,000, which had cost the old com¬ 
pany $18,000,000. It also showed that 
these men, who were very wealthyAhad 
never put another dollar into the treas¬ 
ury of the new company, nok- had (hey 
made the least effort to rnlsi money to 
complete the canal by the wile of 
stocks or bonds. 

No one could doubt the decision of 
President McKinley upon the facts 
stated In this official report, and on his 
knowledge of the dealings of this new 
company with the President of Colom¬ 
bia. 

On the next morning after he re¬ 
ceived this report he directed you, as 
Secretary of State, to conclude agree¬ 
ments with Costa Rica and Nicaragua, 
each in the same terms, In the follow¬ 
ing words: 

"Protocol of an agreement between the 
Government* of the United Stales ami of 
Coelxi Rica In regard to future mgvla- 
tion* for the construction of an Inter- 
oceanic cnnal by wuy of Lake Nicaragua. 

"It is agreed between the two Govern¬ 
ments that when the President of the 
United States Is authorized by law to ac¬ 
quire control of such portion of the terri¬ 
tory now belonging to Uosta Rica as may 
be desirable and neceasory on which to 
construct and protect a oarvaf. of depth 
and capacity sufTlcleiU for the passage of 
v<«aels of the greatest tonnage and draft 
now l t> use from a poim near San Juan do. 
Norte, on the <\irtbt*un 
Nicaragua, to Brito, on the Pacific Oc <an. 
they mutually engage to enter Into nego¬ 
tiation* with cwch other to settle the plan 
ard trie agree moms, in detail, found ns 
oersary to accomplish the construction 
and to provide for the ownership and con¬ 
trol of the proposed canal. 

"As preliminary to such future neg>tla- 
tlons K Is forthwith agreed that the course 
of said canal and (the terminals thereof 
shall be the same thfat are stated in a 
treatv signed by the rt'enlpaterniarlra of 
the States ami Great B^i*-** ™ 

February 5. 19™. and now pending in the 
Senate of the Putted States for confirma¬ 
tion and that the provisions of the same 
*hi»U be adhered to by the l nl«tcd Slates 
and Uosth Rica. ^ 

"In witnrsH whereof tm? tmd rs gneo 
have slimed this pmtoool and have Iiorc- 

,l "Don^ln J duplicate In Washington this 
nr* .!«>• of 

"J. B. CirLVG. r 

This great act of the President set 
at d fiance the Clayton-Rulwer treaty, 
without injustice or discourtesy to 
Great Britain. It cut off the interfer¬ 
ences of the New' Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany and refused their overture*, and 
it located the canal at Nicaragua, un- 
der the mutual pledge of those Govern¬ 
ments. Costa Rica altered her con¬ 
stitution to create the power to make 
this compact, and Nicaragua altered 
her land laws (to can for nf to its pro¬ 
visions. , . _ 

You negotiated treaties with Ooota 
Rica and Nicaragua to execute It* pro¬ 
visions, with which you were satisfied. 

Did you not, then, regard these com¬ 
pacts a* being of the Fame clao* and 
of like binding effect wUh the Execu¬ 
tive agreements you made with China 
and the European States during the 
Boxer w*ar and at Its close? D!d you 
regard them as dip’omartlc p-offers that 
either of the contracting parties 
renounce a’t pleasure, and has vlthcc of 
the tihree States a right to set them 
aside without the consent of the other 
contracting * party? Oti* the 19th of 
April, 1902. more than tvwo mouths 
prior to the enactment of the Spooner 
lew, yau agreed wkh Minister ('o’cha, 
of Colombia, on a treaty that the Pres¬ 
ident approved and directed you to 
sign, th^ first article of w’hlch contains 
this provision: 

"The Government of Colombia author¬ 
izes the New Panama Canal Company to 
sell and transfer to the United States *ts 
right*, privileges, properties and conces¬ 
sions. as well as the Panama railroad 
nnd all the share's of ahat company .* 

Now, there was never any authorky 
for this provision, which violated Uhe 
law's and Constitution of Colombia 
and the expressed t ml* of the caral 
concession, except such ax Is co~tlined 
In rhe following letter from Minister 
Silva, of Colombia, to M. Hutln. Di¬ 
rector General of the New Panama Ca¬ 
nal Oompvny: .. . 

Washington, March 2R. HKH.—M. Hutln, 
President nnd Director General of the New 
Panama Canal C ompany, Washington. D. 
C -Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter of the 20 th Inst., re¬ 
lot ng to the interviews w*e have had to¬ 
gether since my arrival In the United 
States with regard to the purpose, the de¬ 
velopment and present condition of the 
relations established between the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States and the 
company of which you are the president. 

The rererve was prudent which you ob¬ 
served In reply to the uroposltlon mads 
to you by the commission appointed by 
the President of the United States March 
3 , 1899. In order to obtain the sale to. the 
United States Government of the conces¬ 
sion of the Panama canal. Inasmuch as 
any author on your part would have lack¬ 
ed a hem's without the prior knowledge 
and permission of the Government of Co¬ 
lombia. In conformity with the artioes 
xxl. nnd xxll. of the law granting the con- 
n sslon. 


In order to clearly define the position 
of Colombia <»nd of the United States, re¬ 
spectively, with regard to canal of Pana¬ 
ma. I have submitted yesterday to Mr. 
Hay. the Secretary of State, a memoran¬ 
dum bearing upon the general points, 
w'hlch might serve ns a basis for a nego¬ 
tiation. having In view the conciliation of 
the Interests In Colombia, those of the 
Panama Carm! Company and th.>*« of the 
United States, as long as the latter do not 
conflict with the traditional principles of 
the policy of Colombia ns formulated in 
the law of concession. In this memoran¬ 
dum it la stated that the Government of 
Colombia will authorize the Canal Corn- 
piny to transfer it* concession to the 
Government of the United States, pro¬ 
vided always that the latter accept the 
conditions Which have been proposed to 
them. 

The Secretsry of State told me that he 
would duly study the matter and that he 
would advise me w’hen he would be able 
to discuss It in a new conference. 

I will inform you In due time of the 
result i*f such conference. Meanwhile it 
would seem proper to me that the policy 
of the company you represent. In Its deal¬ 
ing* with the American Government, 
should be Mifinrdlnate to the action (?) 
which the Government of Colombia exor- 
cl*c* in this city through the lnt rme- 
diary of Its legation. 

In assuring you of my high considera¬ 
tion 1 have the honor to be your obedient 
servant.

I copy the entire letter, because It I* 
the only authority I have seen or heard 
of that even relates to the eubjec* of 
the power of Marroquln to enter into 
on agreement with the United States 
for conferring the right upon th* New 
Panama Canal Company to sell its con¬ 
cession to the United State* Th» Con¬ 
stitution of Colombia requires that t\m- 
gress shall, by legislative act. author¬ 
ize such a sale, otherwise It Is vo'd 

Here is the crux of the whole equa¬ 
tion as to the binding force of the H y- 
Concha negotiation and the Hay-Her- 
ran treaty. Colombia contend* and has 
all the time asserted that Marroquln 
and the President of the United State* 
could not empower the canal company 
to scH Us property and con cess on s un¬ 
til Congress had. at least, ratified the 
sale. It was on this point that the Sen¬ 
ate of Colombia refused to consider the 
ITay-Herran treaty, and^ Insisted that 
the rein-af company should, firet co* - 
pose Its difficulties with the Govern 
ment and people of Colombia, before it 
undertook to sell its concession to the 
United States. 

• • • 

The Tergiversations of Commercial¬ 
ized Diplomacy. 

There is no Just excuse, tn morals or 
law*, for putting the words I have quot¬ 
ed Into the Hay-Convha treaty, and 
that has heen and now Is the actual 
cause of ail the terg!versa.lions of dip¬ 
lomacy. and of nil the untenable thror 
ies of the law* of nations, with which 
the country is afflicted from this so - 
Ing of ihe eggs of the cockatrice. Wa* 
It only to save $5,000,000 In the cost of 
the construction of the canal that this 
vortex, created by the law* and con¬ 
stitution of Columbia, was bridged over 
fay thi* diplomatic device? If po, we 
have already wasted more than that 


sum in expenses at Panama, that would 
never have occurred on the Nicaraguan 
route. A single Lem of more than $ 2 .- 
000,000 pa|d for French map* of survey, 
which have been thrown aside a* use¬ 
less. cover* nearly half of t-he adeged 
saving of $5,000,000. 

But I will noi attribute to the Presi¬ 
dent parsimony in expenditures while 
you are so eloquent In his praUe. 

Whatever the motive was, the fact is 
that the people of Columbia were in 
the throe* of civil war. provoked by 
their resistance^ to the frauds and op- 
presslonsof the Panama Canal Company 
and lta bribery of SancJemenie to In¬ 
duce him to ride down -the vo<e of the 
Gonijr.re.Rs of Columbia., which refused to 
ex • d its concession from October 31, 
1904. to October 31, 1910, when our 
i President Instructed you to negotiate 
l and sign the treaty with Concha. In 
April. 1901 

That treaty committed the United 
States, without res^rye. to the propo¬ 
sition that the Canal Company had the 
right to sell its property and conces¬ 
sions to us, including the extension un¬ 
til 1910, notwithstanding the Congress 
of Columbia had refused to confirm 
that concession. 

It is true that you did not "sneak" 
out of the diplomatic‘situation thus cre¬ 
ated, but have pressed it to the bitter 
end. 

1 can w'ell understand how. under 
the direction of the President, you 
should enter upon a course of dip¬ 
lomatic negotiations that was of¬ 
fensive to a people then enguged in 
civil war. In the effort to defeat the 
usurpations of Sanclemente and Marro¬ 
quln, for the benefit of the canal com¬ 
pany, which was then working every 
possible scheme of advantage to de¬ 
fraud them, and to escape justice. But 
I can see no lawful or Just motive of 
the President for this line of action. 

Did you then fee| that the President 
was forcing you to "»neak out" of the 
McKinley compacts between Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica and the United States, 
and so disappoint the hopes of all his 
predecessors in office, since Lincoln, 
and of the great engineers and com¬ 
missioners w'ho had most carefully ex¬ 
amined the subject and had surveyed 
the canal line thoroughly and reported 
In favor of the Nicaraguan route? 

It Is not the ‘^sneaking out from Pan¬ 
ama" that disturbs the country, Lt Is 
sneaking Into Panama, after having 
first sneaked under the wirig of the 
Panama Canal Company to find an ex¬ 
cuse for an act that tjhe country* de¬ 
plores. 

When Silva refused to negotiate on 
the basis prescribed, and was recalled 
| by Marroquln and Imprisoned until he 
Idled, and Concha prepared, with the 
help of Cromw’ell, the Hay-Herran 
treaty, which he refused to sign be¬ 
cause lt was In violation of the law’s 
and Constitution of Colombia, and Dr. 
Herran was designated as charge d'af¬ 
faires to conclude It, then the soft step 
and big stick of the President were re¬ 
sorted to. and Dr. Herran was threat¬ 
ened l-ruto compliance. 

Your letter to him, published by Sen¬ 
ator Culberson, was manifestly the fea¬ 
ture that broke the camel's back. You 
Informed him that your construction of 
the Spooner law whs that & reasonable 
time had already elapsed under that 
act for conducting negotiations with 
Colombia, and he signed lt. Senator 
Culberson says you withheld that letter 
from the Senate, as I understand his 
statement. I can only say that I never 
saw that letter, nor had I heard of It 
until It was mentioned In his recent 
speech In New York. If lt was sup¬ 
pressed, lt was not by any sneaking act 
of the Democrats. 

• • • 

Tweedle-Dum and Tweedle-Dee. 

When you were Informed by our Min¬ 
ister to Columbia, that the Senate was 
demanding a reckoning with the new 
Panama CtinaJ Company before It 
would consider the treaty, and did not 
agree that these convicts should receive 
40 r*r cent, of the $40,000,000 we w'ere 
to pay the canal company, you were 
almost as Indignant as you are at the 
Democratic Senators for refusing to 
accept a situation, with thanks, that 
the President has created in Panama 
with the aid of some Democratic Sena¬ 
tor*. 

You eeem to forget that you nnd the 
President rttn create situations through 
the use of the rowers of diplomacy, thnt 
can compel any American citizen to en¬ 
ter the army and expose his life, with¬ 
out respect to his opinion of your con¬ 
duct In thus exposing him to danger of 
death. 

So. you have been able to force th* 
country Into a situation which U 
wars bound to maintain at any peril. 
Still you chide and reprimand U 6 for 
being true to the honor of the count rv 
and to our personal duty, in supporting 
your adta which we at III denounce as 
arbitrary, unjust and wicked. 

Th’s Is the advantage that might fan* 
over right, when despotism Instead 
of Justice is in power, and we 
3 “leld to It and sustain it only as a 
choice of evils. 

The Democratic Senators who voted 
for the Hay-Varilla treaty, stated their 
conviction that the order* of the Presi¬ 
dent to prevent Colombia from landing 
her force* within fifty rrlles of Panama 
wesre an act of war. and. wouki have 
been so treated by any Power that was 
able to resist It. and they were outspok¬ 
en In their condemnation of this usurp- 
tlon of power. They did not sav that he 
had waged war upon Colombia, but 
thnt he had credited a state of war. by 
his own conduct. Except the gT at law¬ 
yer* quoted by you. who compose?! th* 
Gahlnot militant, I have yet to hear "f 
a man. distinguished for h!* learning in 
the laws of nation*, who ha* upheld the 
conduct of the President. The condem 
nation Is almost universal among law¬ 
yer* of that elm**, here and abroad. 

Wo did hot believe or conjecture, 
when the Spondr law was enacted, that 
the authority and mandate of that act 
had tho least reference to the case of 
the secession of Panama and the ac¬ 
quisition of the cnnal zone by treaty 
with a State that did not then exist, or 
with a State that might be created 
there. That view of the matter came 
to your mind after the Hay-Herran 
treaty was rejected by Colombia. To 
force that Interpretation on the Spoon¬ 
er law cannot he other than a breach 
of public faith. No member of Con¬ 
gress then thought of employing that 
law for such a purpose. 

It Is notoriously an afterthought, 
conceived as a delusive and misleading 
excuse for the palpable violation of the 
Spooner law by the President. If your 
great reputation 1 * to be planted on 
«uch s myth It is sad to think how If 
ha* been shaken by your own hand. In 
purchasing from Panama the canal 
your scheme is an abrupt and indefen¬ 
sible breach of an express obligation of 
the United States that none of the 
sav an* who defend the President's 
course have attempted to discuss or de¬ 
fend. They pass lt over in silence, ns 
they must, to avoid responsibility for 
the most faithless act in our history. 

In Article 35 of the treaty of 1846 we 
make this agreement: "And. In conse¬ 
quence. the United States guarantee In 
the same manner the rights of sover¬ 
eignty and property which New' Gren¬ 
ada has and possesses over the said 
territory." It is an extraordinary en¬ 
gagement. for extraordinary reasons 
Tt is repeated In the Hay-Concha 
treaty and In the Hay-Herran treaty 
in a form even more obligatory. T n 
thus repeating this pledge you have 
virtually sanctified, lt on the oath of 
the nation. 

The admission of cur cirzen* to Pa * 
nma* on the rame footl g Wth the it - 
zens of Colombia wa 5 a hazardous ven 
lure, in view’ of the deposition of flll- 
busteis to capture th^ local govern¬ 
ment and to set up sovereign powers 
in the progressive form of uprisings 
and r*ther proee*d<lngs u^tll recoin’Ho¬ 
of fore’gn Governments i* rea-bed 
tih<*n r»in alliance with some powerful 
Government, or i treaty for the sale 
or annexH/tlon of ?he fffe»h-boro repub¬ 
lic to pome covetous "world power" Is 
concluded. Co tomb 1 1 discerned, f»o»> 
her experience with Pamunn. the 
prone^css of those people to *eceF*lon 
and. fearing th*t the treaty of 184*’ 
wouki encourage *uch efforts, she de¬ 
mand* d of the U lted Slate* :;he g -ar 
an\y I have quoted to make hers f se¬ 
cure, In any and every event, against 
the acquisition of the canal zone o*r 
any part of Panama by the United 
State* without her con^eat. We en¬ 
tered into the agreement and solemnly 


pledged the faith of all generation* 
of tihe peopL of the United Sta’e? that 
we would observe aud keep it. And 
you renewed that pledge tn the Hay- 
Oo-ncha treaty, and In the Hay-Herran 
treaty. 

• • • 

The Naked Iniquity. 

What is the result? Panama has ao- 
eompllFhed secession from Colombia, 
with or without tihe assistance of the 
President of the United States, and a 
French citizen, a stockholder and the 
agent of the New Panama Com¬ 

pany. has been recognized as Minister 
Plenipotentiary, wdth power to sell the 
canal zone to tihe United States. 
You made that treaty, and we have 
paid Panama $10,000,000 for the canal 
zone, and to the New Panama Canal 
Company—the Incorporated convicts— 
$40,000,000 for the privilege of making 
the purchase, and w r e are In possesion, 
with the leave of France. True, Pana¬ 
ma, questions the t^aty becau*e of the 
haste of concluding and signing it. 
when her commissioners were In the 
vicinity of Washington, on an express 
railroad train, and were hastening to 
thfut great Council of Stile. But asMe 
from any complaint on that score, the 
President ha* a’ready eomm’sstoned an 
Ambassador to treat with Panama in 
order to cure radical defect* in that 
hasty negotiation. A* a Senator. 1 
claim th^t you should have completed 
that work to meet the demand* of tooth 
countries before you Indulged In unbe¬ 
coming criticisms, cene-ures and epi¬ 
thets agalntrl Democratic Senators, 
whose duty It Is to guard the country 
agalriist the oibuses that diplomatic 
agents of tihe country cot In frequently 
Inflict upon the people and the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Concealment of facts from the coun¬ 
try and from Congress Is a recent habit 
of those w*ho fancy that only the sup¬ 
porters of the Administration have the 
right to Inquire into the official con¬ 
duct of the Cabinet Chief*. No one out¬ 
side of these circles knows the condi¬ 
tions or terms of the purchase of the 
concessions and the property of the 
New' Panama Canal Company. The 
effort to get such information wars ob¬ 
structed, to the last hour of the recent 
session of the Fifty-eighth Congress, 
by movements that defied the parlia¬ 
mentary law'. The country had under¬ 
stood that the matter was. in some 
way, closed forever, and had for a w'hile 
a sense of relief from apprehended evils. 
It now app“«i* that this convict cor¬ 
poration. through !U attorney. Is still 
to have a word to say in what 1 * to be 
done by the Ambassador, who Is to 
supersede the Secretary of State and 
the Minister to Panama, In the newar- 
rangement of our treaty relations with 
Panama. This attorney is still to rep¬ 
resent the rights and Interests of the 
company on this great mission of peace 
and flattery. ^ 

"Before you charge the Democratic 
Senators with the crime of not believ¬ 
ing in a word they say In their oritl- 
ct*m of your conduct and that of the 
President, and with the meanness of 
being willing to partake of the feast 
w’hile decrying the alleged robbers who 
prepared it, would It not have been 
more In keeping with your exalted at¬ 
titude toward them that you should 
have explained your hasty dealings with 
Bunau-Varllla, that you should have 
cleansed your robes from the contact 
with the culprits of the Panama Canal 
Company, and should have delivered 
the country frqpr\ that 'body of death* 
that France has so long struggled to 
unload upon the United States?" Re¬ 
spectfully.

NO IMPORTED COTTON SEED. 

[Dallas. Tex., Telegram to the St. Louis 
Republic.] 

There will be no more early maturing 
cotton seed imported by Texas planters, 
at least not in organized capacity. The 
Dallas Jobbers* Cotton Seed Supply Com. 
pany, that had charge of seed Importa¬ 
tion's from North Carolina last season, 
met to-day and disbanded. 

The opinion arrived at. as the result of 
letters from 4<X> farmers, was adverse to 
preference for the importations. The alien 
seeds matured only a little earlier than 
(Ire native varieties and the staple, a® a 
rule, was much shorter and Inferior. 

Deep plowing and carefully selected na¬ 
tive seeds for planting wpre reoimimended 
as indispensable features of good cultural 
methods for keeping up the standard of 
Texas cotton and checking the progress 
of the boil weevil. 






Within an hour’® ride of St, Loui® la 
a cave said to surpass the famous 
Mammoth Cave in some respects. »ays 
the New York Tribune. Its mouth Is 
near Red Bud, Ill. Exactly under what 
part of the earth’s nurfa<re It t rmi a-e 
Is not known, but a civil engineer who 
visited the cavern declared his belief 
that It extended under the bed of the 
Misrtft&ippi river and beyond into the 
hills of Missouri. It Is at least twelve 
miles long. Discovered more than half 
a century ago, It ha® been visited So 
Infrequently that comparatively few 
persons are aware of its existence. 

I^ofty halls, massive stalactites and 
stalagmites encrusted with a frostwork 
that sparkles in the torchlight, tinkling 
waterfalls, great rocks carved Into a 
thousand fantastic forms, and a river 
peopled with eyeless fish are charac¬ 
teristics of the cavern. 

Within ten yard® of the entrance the 
passage broaden# into a room so wide 
that the sides cannot he seen by the 
light of the torch when one stands In 
the center. Two hundred feet beyond 
this chamber the narrow- passage wid¬ 
ens Into an anteroom. From the side 
wall juts a block image that. In the 
flickering light of the torches, resem- 
| bles an Indian w'arrior’s head. A 
strong nose, high check -bones and 
; deeply set eyes stand out clearly from 
the shadows. Beyond this is an avemif 
called "Dead Man's Gulch," Uttered 
with coffiii-rtiapLd bowlders. It opens 
Into the "Graveyard*.’’ 

In unexpected- juxtaposition is a 
great chamber, which, for another 
reason than its proximity and order of 
approach, has been named "Heaven.** 
Innumerable stalactites, thirty to sixty 
feet long, depend from Its vaulted 
roof. Between these hang smaller 
stalactites, from which the light of 
torches Is reflected in a thousand white 
points resembling twinkling stars. The 
sparkling of the myrald points of light 
in the room suggested the name.

A' 
last a gigantic room Is reached, and It 
is found that the sound does not pro¬ 
ceed from one large waterfall, as sup¬ 
posed, hut from hundreds of small cas¬ 
cades pouring from hidden fissures In 
the walls. 

Five miles from th£ mouth are tho 
"Crystal Springs." At this point the 
cavern Is crossed by a small lake, hip 
deeD. which prevents further progress

A story fa told of a Frenchman who 
loft hi? life near "Dead Man's Gulch'* 
alxty years ago. He had entered the 
cave with a friend, and the two lost 
their way. The oil In their lanterns be¬ 
came exhausted, and after searching 
many hours for an outlet the French¬ 
man said to his friend: "I am too weak 
to go any further, and as you still have 
some strength left, leave me here and 
try to find your way out." Placing the 
exhausted Frenchman on one of the 
many ledges of rock at this point, and 
placing a red handkerchief upon a 
neighboring bowlder, he set forth to 
renew his search for the entrance. Time 
and again he cut his handa on the 
needle pointed stalagmites over which 
he fell In the darkness, and, at last, to 
his Intense Joy, he saw a streak of 
light glinting from a side wall and 
found that he was approaching the en¬ 
trance. He never had been so glad to 
see the approach of daylight before. 
Hardly had he paased from the cave 
than he fell from exhaustion and slept. 

Toward evening he awoke and imme¬ 
diately organized* a searching party. 
Hall a/tet hall was searched, but no 
trace of the Frenchman or handker¬ 
chief could be found. A hunter from 
Ka^kaskla came to Red Bud one day 
saying that while walking through a 
part of the cave he had noticed a hand¬ 
kerchief lying upon one of the rocks. 
Supposing that some one had lost It. 
he picked It up and continued upon his 
tour of Inspection, but becoming 
alarmed at the great number of halls 
and avenues turned back. Assuring 
the men that he could take them to the 
exact epot, they accompanied him. 
After going about a mile he stopped 
and said; "Here is wh-ere I found the 
handkerchief.” Then the friend of the 
Frenchman, who was with the jwrty, 
j>ointed to one of the ledges and said. 
"There is w’here I placed my friend." 
An examination of the ledge proved 
this.

A GAINST West Point Yale and 
Princeton did about equaJly 
well In ruling and in defense. 
Reckoning by the game each 
played at the Point, next Saturday’s clash 
between the blue and the oranga and 
black will be as hard fought as any Taie- 
Prlnceton game ever waa. with tho team* 
so nearly even In ability as to make the 
toes of a coin as good a line to go by as 
anything else. Each team Is potent In 
attack, and therefore scoring may be ex¬ 
pected from each. The latter will also be 
the case If recent tradition is lived up to. 
In six out of the lost nine Yale-Princeton 
games both sides have scored. The scores 
for those years: 1895-Yale 20, Princeton 
10; JS96—Princeton 34. Yule 6 ; 1897— Yale 6 . 
Princeton 0; 18»-Pr1nceton 6 , Yale 0; 1899 
—Princeton 11, Yale lo; 1900— Yale 29. 
Princeton 5; 1901— Yale 12, Princeton 0 ; 1W2 
—Yale 12, Princeton 5; 1903—Princeton U, 
Yale 6 . 

Princeton exhibited splendid fighting 
qualities against West Point. That la one 
thing that makes the Jer*e>men ver> 
dangerous. Whereas their play in the 
first half waa disjointed and faulty, they 
made a heroic brace In the second half, 
and made no mistakes when It waa neces¬ 
sary to avoid mistakes to win. That 
showed good stuff. The game disclosed 
a marked Improvement on the defense. 
The way the defense had been stiffened 
up within a week was one of the most 
encouraging points about Princeton’s play. 
If anything It was a shade better than 
Yale’s at West Point- It has not been 
as consistently stanah As Yale’s this sea¬ 
son. but at it* best momenta—which was 
last Saturday—it was every bit as good.

The 
official was discovered In the act of spy¬ 
ing on the movements of the Japanese 
troops, it is said, on the order of Yen 
Chi. the military Governor of the prov¬ 
ince of Skengking. 

A Woman Banished. 

Bt. Petersburg. Nov. 8, 3:24 p. m.— 
Mary Flgner, who has been confined In 
the Schlusselburg fortress for twenty 
years, has been released and banished 
to Archangel. Northern Russia. The 
woman was condemned to life impris¬ 
onment for participating in nihilistic 
conspiracies. 


Washington, Nov. 8.—President 
Roosevelt and hia i>*rty, who went to 
Oyster Bay last night to vote, returned 
to Washington at 6:16 o’clock this even¬ 
ing. Aocomp&nled by Capt. William 8. 
Cowles, he Immediately entered & car¬ 
riage at the Pennsylvania station and 
was driven to the White House. 

The President’s private car was at¬ 
tached to the rear of a regular Penn¬ 
sylvania railroad train which was load¬ 
ed with passengers, many of whom, like 
the Chief Executive, had been to their 
homes to cast their ballots for their 
favorite candidates. It took only a 
minute for the President to alight from 
his car after the train came to a stop, 
and with Secret aj-y Doeb he hurried 
out of the train shed and then left by a 
side door for his carriage. He cordially 
acknowledged the greetings of the spec¬ 
tators who had gathered and the un¬ 
usually large detail of policemen and 
defectives who had been sent there to 
see that no harm befell him. His exit 
by the side door was a disappointment 
to a large crowd of people who had 
waited In the station to get a glinutoe 
of him. 

Accompanying the President from 
Oyater Ray to Washington wo* Mr. E. 
Reeve Merritt, a neighbor, who has 
been acquainted with him for a long 
time, and who will be a guest at the 
White House. Capt. Cowles had voted 
at «nls home in Connecticut and Joined 
the presidential party at Jersey City. 

The President’s trip from Oyster Bay 
to Washington was comparatively un¬ 
eventful. Mr. Roosevelt 'spent his time 
chatting with those about him and 
reading At Trenton, where the train 
mode a brief atop, a considerable 
crowd hod gathered and there were 
loud cheer* for the President. The lat¬ 
ter was at luncheon at the time, but. 
In response to the demands of the peo¬ 
ple. he came out on the platform and 
in a few words acknowledged their 
greetings and thanked them for their 
well wishes. At West Philadelphia 
also there were a number of peopie fur 
whose greetings the President bowed 
his thanks. 


FAIRBANKS VOTED EARLY. 


Went To Wrong Polling Booth, But 
Was Set Aright. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 8. — Senator 
Charles W. Fairbanks, Republican 
candidate for Vice President, voted be¬ 
fore nouh. His two sons, Richard and 
Frederick, accompanied him to the 
polls. The Senator went to the wrong 
polling booth and was directed to his 
own precinct voting place. Several vot¬ 
ers were ahead of him. He was In the 
booth one minute and twenty seconds. 

’’Hardly had time to vote her crook¬ 
ed, Senator.” remarked a voter as the 
Senator came out. 

Mr. Fairbanks replied pleasantly and 
shook hands with a number of voters.

WONDERS OF THE JO KANG. 


TREASURES COVERED BY CEN- 
TUTUES OF GRIME 


GEMS GUARDED FOR AGES. 


The special correspondent of the 
London Times In Tibet says: 

"It is not always realised that it is 
in tiie Cathedral of Lhasa, not in the 
palace outside, that the spiritual Hfe 
of Tibet and of the countless millions 
of Northern Buddhism Is wholly cen¬ 
tered. The policy of isolation which 
has for so long been the chief char¬ 
acteristic of the faith finds its fullest 
expression In the fanatical jealousy 
with which this ternpde, the heart and 
focus or Lanuuitom, has been safe¬ 
guarded against the strunger‘8 intru¬ 
sion. 

What Tibet is to the rest of the 
world, what Lhasa Is to Tibet, that the 
Jo-kang is to Lhasa, and It Is not en¬ 
tirely clear, in spite of more than one 
so-called description of the interior, 
i hut. any European, or even native 
spy. has even before ventured inside. 

Jt 1s not strangers only against whom 
the great doors of the Jo-kang have 
been barred. Exclusion from Its Hat ¬ 
red precinct* is officially pronounced 
against those also who have incurred 
the suspicion or displeasure of the rul¬ 
ing hierarchy of Lhasa, and ii is a 
curious proof of the autocratic power 
which Is exercised with regard to this 
cathedral, hk well as of the Insignifi¬ 
cance of the suzerainty, that on Aug¬ 
ust 11 In this year the Viceroy himself, 
going In state to the Jo-kang to offer 
prayer on the occasion of the Chinese 
Emperor's birthday, had the doors shut 
in his face. 

To this insult the opportunity l have 
enjoyed of examining the temple with 
a fullness that would otherwise have 
been Impossible was due. Anxious to 
retaliate, the Ainban—who was on a 
subsequent day grudgingly permitted 
to visit the ground floor only of the 
building— used our presence in Lhasa 
to teach the keepers of the cathedral 
a lesson in manners. At any rate, to 
our surprise, a definite Invitation was 
one day extended to one or two of tin* 
members ol the mission to make a 
morning visit into Lhasa for the pur¬ 
pose of examining the treasures of the 
Innermost sanctuary of Buddhism. * 
was accepted. 

A Chinese guard of the residency, 
armed with tridents, halberds and 
scythe-headed lances, provided our es 
eort. and Immediately upon our arrival 
the great doors, half hidden in the 
shadow under the many-plllared propy¬ 
lon, were opened and at once barred 
again behind us. 

We reach l ho eastern end of the 
cathedral and are passing behind the 
trelllswork nf the inner court. In the 
twilight it Is difficult to distinguish the 
half-seen figures which people the re- 
cesses and line the sides of the pa-th 
along which we grope our way. Ten 
paces more and the Jo itself is be¬ 
fore IIS.

where the walls ami pillars alike are 
loaded with ancient and grotesque in¬ 
struments of war. From this room a 
low, narrow passage leads down half a 
dozen rteps into a email dungeon, where 
the statue of the guardian goddess. 
l*nIden-Lhamo, la worshipped. 

This to a most amazing figure. The 
three-eyed goddess crowned with 
skulls, grins affably with mother of 
pearl teeth from her altar; upon her 
head and breast are jewels which the 
Jo hiuiHelf might condescend to wear. 
Eight large, aquitre charm larxes of gold 
gems, two pair* of gold-set turquoiw 
earrings, each a half a foot In length, 
end u diamond-studded lillet on the 
brow beneath the crown are perhaps 
the moat conspicuous ornaments. Her 
breast plate of turquoise and corals 
is almost hidden by necklace* and a 
huge Irregular pearl, strongly resemb¬ 
ling the ’‘Dudley" jewel in *>hape. is at 
lost distinguishable In the center leaf 
of her crown. 

Before her burn butter-lamps, and 
brown mice swarm fearlessly over 
walls and floor and altar, so tame 
that they did not resent being stroked 
on the lap of the goddess herself. 

With this famous Image of the guard¬ 
ian deity—who. uh every Tibetan 
knows, from the Dalai Lama to the 
peasant Irt the field—was reincarnated 
during the last century as Queen Vic¬ 
toria. the list of treasures In the Jo.

RETREATS ALWAYS PLANNED 
BEFORE BATTLE. 


HOW THEY ARE CARRIED OUT. 


Lecithin, Veritable “Grow Stuff/’ 
Promotes Animal Strength, Say 
Government Chemists. 


The first sight of what is beyond 
nuewtion the most famous Idol In the 
world is uncannily Impressive. In the 
darkness It Is at first difficult to fol 
tow the lines of the shrine which holds 
the god. One only realizes a high pil¬ 
lared sanctuary In which the gloom Is 
almost absolute, and therein, thrown 
Into strange relief against the °hscur- 
ity, the goft gleam of the golden Idol 
which alts enthroned in the center. Be¬ 
fore him are rows and rows of great 
butterlainps of solid gold, each shaped 
In curious resemblance to the pre-Ref¬ 
ormat Ion- chalices of the Kpgllsti 
Church. Lighted by the tender radi¬ 
ance of these twenty or thirty beads of 
ljgnt, the great glowing mass of the 
Buddha softly looms out, ghostlike and 
ehadowless. In the musky recess. 

It Is not the magnificence of the 
•tatno that Is first perceived, and cer¬ 
tainly It Is not that which makes the 
deepest and most lasting impression 
For this is no ordinary representation 
of the Master. The features are smooth 
and almost childish; beautiful they are 
not. but there is no need of beauty hero. 
Here Is no trace of that inscrutable 
smile which from Mukden to *'ey Ion 
is inseparable from our conceptions of 
the features of the great Teacher. Here 
there Is nothing of the saddened smile 
of the Melancholia who lias known too 
much and has renounced it all as van¬ 
ity. Here, instead, is the quiet happi¬ 
ness and the quick capacity for pleas¬ 
ure of the boy who had never yet. 
known pain or disease or death. It Is 
Gautama a* a pure and eager Prince 
without a thought for the morrow’ or a 
care for to-day. 

No doubt the surroundings, which are 
effective almost to the verge of the 
• trlcalness account for much, but this 
beautiful statue is the sum and climax 
of Tibet, and as tAo* gazes one knows 
it and respects the Jealoiwy of its guar¬ 
dians. f

Idol's Legendary History. 


Would you like tfo be a giant? If you 
are grown up already It is too late; 
but you may augment the mature of 
your children, if you desire, by a very 
simple means—namely, by feeding them, 
on egg yolks ad libitum, say* a Wash- 
ktgton correspondent of the St. Louis 
Republic. Yolk of »‘grg contain* a sub¬ 
stance called “lecithin." w’bich. as has 
been newjy discovered, is. in the lan¬ 
guage of German sclentlws, a veritable 
"grow stuff.” Fed. to human being* or 
other animals, it ha* a marked penden¬ 
cy to acc.ekfrute development of flesh 
tissue and bony structure. For many 
years past &U Bernard pups reared for 
exhibition at shows have been system¬ 
atically stuffed with egg* to •increase 
their size, but, -though the process was 
notably effective, nobody suspected 
why. The reason lay simply in the 
lecithin contained In the yolk*. 

Dr. IL W. Wiley, the Government's 
chief chemist, and his assistant. Dr. 
Maxwell, have performed some elab¬ 
orate expertmenfts with the "grow 
stuff." So. likewise, have Dr. Koch, 
*»f the University of (Chicago, and Dr. 
Da nl lew sky. of Paris, who have utilized 
m a n y kinds of nnlniaJ*. from frosrs to 
chicken*, in their Investigation*. They 
found Unit puppies fed with regular 
daises «»f lecithin not only grew faster 
than puppies reared in tin* ordinary 
way. but were stronger, more lively, 
developed thicker and silkier h:ur. arid 
scented to be perceptibly more intelli¬ 
gent. In order 1<> avoid error a* far a* 
possible, tlie puppies were invariably 
taken from the same Utter, smne being 
dosed and other* not, and. apart from 
the Hperlol treatment, were brought ti|> 
under exactly <tho name comfit lone. 

Dr. Darri lews ley found that tadpoles 
dosed with lecithin grew much faster 
thrtKi poliywrogs wflilch did. not have the 
treatment, while frogs* egg* placed In 
water containing one flft/rem-huudrelth 
pmrt of the subs tarn-* gujtned In, fifty- 
four day* 300 j>er cent, more in weight 
than other egg* of the same batch in 
ordinary water. In other 'words, the 
lecithin egg* grew four times as faart. 
Similar results were obtained by Prof. 
BhlnklsM TUriai. of the University of 
Chicago. 

Dr. Koch tried the "grow stuff** upan 
guinea pigs und rata Having boiled 
the lecithin in. distilled water to make 
It sterile, he administered It to the 
animals through the mouth and by In¬ 
jecting It beneath flic .<kin In different 
nviei? of experiments. The animals 
irttaer trial were an variably of the same 
Utter, were fed on the same kind of 
food (a plain x'egetahle diet of corn, 
carrots and cabbage* and were welghej 
every two days. Taking an average, 
it wa« found that the lecithin rat* grew 
6«> i*sr dfttK. faster than the rat* reared 
In the ordinary wuy, and li was shout 
the i-arne with the guinea pigs.

Koch Discovery. 


The problem of extricating « defeated 
army and conducting a masterly re¬ 
treat l* one of the most difficult. If 
not the most difficult, that a General in 
the field ha* to meet, says the Spring- 
field Republican. Before every great 
battle *»uch a contingency b planned 
for, but when- the test come* many new* 
things are constantly being brought bp- 
fore the Comma nder-in-Chief which 
must be decided on the instant, and the 
right move chosen If a rout I* to be 
avoided. The General who has been 
worsted must not only get hi* troops 
away from the enemy, but ills guns 
and stores a* well. The supplies for the 
army must be sent to the rear first, 
for without them the soldiers would 
have to fight hungry and the wounded 
go without proper attention. The guns 
and army follow’ the supplies, and the 
brunt of the fighting and a chance to 
win much glory falls on the rear guard. 
Gen. Ivutopatkin conducted u masterly 
retreat from Liao Yang to Mukden, 
and claims that he destroyed what 
stores he could not remove from the 
doomed oily. He was following in the 
footstep* of other Russian Generals, 
for Russian troops have made some 
wonderful retrograde movements which 
have ultimately been crowned with suc¬ 
cess, but It nuurt be remembered that 
he whs aided by r mJlroad, which wh* 
not the ca*c of many another in hi* 
predicament. Whether KiirofuiLkht 
prove* to be another Kutusoff and Liao 
Yang n second Borodino remain* to be 
seen. Many mllltaiy critics claim that 
Kuroputkln will follow* previous Rus¬ 
sian strategy and lure the Japanese far 
Into Manchuria ami away from n sen 
bus*. where he can fall on them with 
a new and Inrger army and make Har¬ 
bin * second Moscow. But It should 
be remembered that Oyama. oven If he 
follows to Harbin, will not be like Na¬ 
poleon. 3.C00 miF* s way from his Irfun* 
Whatever the case. Kuropatkin's re¬ 
treat from Liao Yang x\ill rank well 
with the famous retreats of history.

Napoleon's Heavy Loss. 


Cabul. The natives followed on their 
Hanks, and the conditions were so bad 
that the English officers gave them¬ 
selves up to -Vkbar Khan as hostages 
for the safety of their troops. The 
army, without leaders, at lust entered 
the narrow* pass of Jugdulluk. and 
there the Afghans fell upon them und 
slaughtered all but a few. The srnull 
party which escaped the shambles in 
the pass pushed on for JeHxhtbad. but 
were pursued and all killed but one. 

Our own civil war furnishes one of 
the mo*t famous retreats in history, 
and Gen. Lee hindled his troop < 'with 
consummate nklU tu the Wildernesft 
campaign. Tin* campaign was tt con¬ 
ic si between, two master minds, both 
foreseeing every move the other would 
make and meeting it with u heavy 
counter blow. At the beginning Grunt 
thought "Marse Robert” would fall 
back on Richmond, and flanked him to 
drive him in. But the Confedenue 
turned and fought, and turned and 
fought again, each offensive movement 
on b:>th Hides railing. The retreat end¬ 
ed in ihe battle of Chkkafaomlny, and 
proved the Confederate General a pnxt 
(master of his ♦’raft. Lee's last retreat, 
which anded at Appomattox, was the 
end of his career, but he led the de¬ 
feated army of a lost cause, and had no 
provisions nr stores when he lieniVU for 
the mountains after the fall of Rich¬ 
mond. 

Next to the retreat from Moscow, 
perhaps the most famous retreat of his¬ 
tory— quite the most famous in liter¬ 
ature—was tint of Xenophon und his 
Ten Thousand, whose story Is given 
to every schoolboy b> cut hi* first 
Greek teeth on. The Greeks were far 
in the interior of At hi when the death 
of the Prim e for whom they were pild 
to fight left them without a cause, and 
they turned their faces toward the dis¬ 
tant sea and marcbod 3,46a miles In 315 
days. The retreat was a success und 
the little band reached 4heir goal Intact, 
after many hardship*.

One of the moat interesting conclu¬ 
sion* drawn by Doctor Danilewsky i* 
that lc<ithin m ia upon the brain. In¬ 
deed, It seems to i*» actually a brain 
food. Its Influence ua a stimulant is 
exerted directly upon the blood, which 
Is thereby caused to deposit the mate¬ 
rial* that build the bones and other 
tissues of the 'body. Of course, all of 
the material that goes to make growth 
Is originally in solution in ih»* blood. 


Napoleon was the world’s master at 
war, yet be loet more men In his fatal 
retreat from Moscow than he did on 
the field of Waterloo.

All Napoleon could tell the 
anxious people :*t Paris was "My health 
is g«*od." lie succeeded in saving prac¬ 
tically nothing as he fled. 

Nearly a century l>efore Napoleon In¬ 
vaded Iiuaela, Charles X!!. of Sweden, 
with 43.000 men at hie back, marched 
over much the same route and shared 
much the same Ill-fortune After storm¬ 
ing the Hueaian litres at Golovtohln. he 
plunged into the Vabis In pursuit of the 
retreating Russians, and lost many 
I men and gun* In his baste But he 
j kept his face towuni Moscow and 
I reached Smolensk at last, but there 
j changed his plans and marched for the 
Kkralne. with Oar Peter luring him

her porkers have never been sick. *uve 
one year, when she intrusted their care 
to a farm hand, who gave Them too 
much salt. 

A* a side i>euc Mrs. Ulrich has sold 
on an average of 6 «k> pounds of butter 
a. year and about 400 chicken* Annually. 

Although never having given fruit 
culture especial attention Mrs, Ulrich's 
land abounds in the smaller fruit, 
grape-*, p. a hes. plums and the like. 
Mrs. Ulrich came t*» Tipton county from 
Ripley county in December. 1654. She 
has be mi a widow* eighteen year*. 
Speaking or her entrance into agricul¬ 
tural pui^uits. she says: "My late hus- 
Imml and I liv*d *»n a farm. He de¬ 
voted most *»f his time, however, to 
plastering and bricklaying. I often took 
ciuu*ge iif the farm work and directed 
the hands about the thrashing machines 
and clovt-r huller*. I shucked corn, 
raked wheal in the fields when the old 
wooden rakes were in us**, but with 
my ho*- I think f way the champion. I 
have always been very ufuvh In love 
with farm life and delighted in watch¬ 
ing the growth of both plant und ani¬ 
mal life. After my husband's death 1 
took complete « barge of affaire." 

Mrs. Ulrich Is entitled to membei-hlp 
in the Society ot the Daughters of »ln* 
American Revolution, her Grandfather 
Brown having participate*! in that great 
conflict.

The most fatal retreat In all history 
was that of the Ungliah army under 
Lord Elphinstone from Cabul, In 
Afghanistan, .ind It and It* preceding 
events will always be a dark blot in 
England's military annal*.

FATALITIES IN SOME CASES. 


TEHEE MEN SECT IN THE CRIP¬ 
PLE CREEK DISTRICT. 


ONE DEAD, ANOTHER WILL DIE. 


Scifres; Representative 
county to the State Legislature.

Crlpple Creek, Colo., Nov. 8 .—Three 
men were shot In this district to-day 
as a result of election quarrels. One 
of^ them Is dead, another mortally 
wounded and the third seriously In¬ 
jured. The dead man is Christopher 
Miller, a former Alderman of Gold 
Field, and a deputy sheriff under Sher¬ 
iff Robertson prior to that official's 
forced resignation after the Indepen¬ 
dence explosion and Victor riot. Mil¬ 
ler was shot while sitting on a fence 
In front of a Gold Field polling booth. 

Isaac Lebo, a friend of Miller, who 
was silting beside the latter, was shot 
In the shoulder. lie may die. Lebo 
asserts that James Warford shot him. 
Miller, just before he died, said that 
Thomas Brown fired the bullet that 
caused his death. Some spectators say 
that Warford fired both shots. 

Brown and Warford are deputy sher¬ 
iffs. They ordered Miller and Lebo. 
who had been appointed election con¬ 
stables. to move away and remain out¬ 
side of the 100-foot limit. Miller re¬ 
fused to obey and, it Is said, made a 
motion ns if to draw a revolver. The 
officers also assert that Lebo started 
to draw a revolver before he was shot. 

Miller and Lebo were members of the 
Western Federation of Miners. Miller 
was deported last June, but recently 
returned. 

Edward Doyle, a Republican deputy, 
was shot In the groin by Constable 
O’Lea O’ after he had assaulted Mrs. 
Kennedy, a Democratic judge of elec¬ 
tion. and attempted to shoot the Con- 
stxible who interfered. 

Warford and O'Leary were arrested. 
Mrs. Kennedy also was arrested on an 
order from Sheriff Bell, who charged 
her with creating a disturbance. She 
was subsequently released, but was not 
permitted to serve again as Judge. 

CLOSED ALL DAY. 

No Voting In Sixth Ward of New 
Brunswick, N. J. 

New Brunswick. N. J.. Nov. 8 .—The 
disagreement between the Republicans 
and the Democrats here regarding the 
right of Rutgers College studen .18 to 
vote resulted *to-day In keeping the poll 
of the Sixth ward closed all day, and 
471 registered voters lost their votes. 

The Republican election officers 
placed the names of 35 students on the 
registry list, and the Democratic mem¬ 
bers of the board refused to register 
them. The County Board did not de¬ 
termine the qu-stlon of the legality of 
either list, and the Democratic and Re¬ 
publican officials got Into a wrangle 
over the students’ ballots early In the 
day. and for hour* all voters who ap¬ 
peared were tumied away from the poll¬ 
ing place. 

Finally legal counsel was consulted, 
and it was decided that no ballots be 
given out. and the polls were k^pt 
closed all day. 

NEGROES MAKE TROUBLE. 

Set Fire To Bunting of Truck Used 
Ab a Rostrum. 

New York. Nov. 8 .—Negroes In West 
13ith street attacked a truck from 
which James R. Spurgeon, a former 
minister to Liberia, was haranguing the 
crowd In support of a Democratic con¬ 
gressional nominee. The crowd, in¬ 
censed by some remark of the ex¬ 
diplomat. pelted him With various mis¬ 
siles. nnd finally set fire to the bunting 
wtth which the truck was decorated. 
Flames shot up all around the speaker 
an*l those on the truck with him and 
they beat a hasty retreat. 

Police reserves had to be called out, 
and night sticks were freely used at In¬ 
tervals for an hour and a half before 
the negroes were persuaded to go to 
their homes, _ 

Tennessee Farmer Assaulted. 

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 8 .—irf Clai¬ 
borne county, Tenn., Dock Walton, a 
farmer, and a partisan Democrat, was 
shot and killed while leaving a field 
where he Had gone to took after stock. 
Yesterday he attended a political meet¬ 
ing and Is alleged to have threatened 
several persons. It is presumed he was 
killed bv one of these men. No arrests 
have been made. 

NegTo Killed In New Jersey. 

Camden, N. J.. Nov. 8 .—During an 
election now here to-night J*ames 
Brown, aged forty-or.* years, colored, 
was struck on the head with a club and 
died later. No arreft has been n*»de. 

Charged With Illegal Voting. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 8 .—Two ne¬ 
groes nnd n white man were arrested 
here to-day charged with Illegal vot¬ 
ing. All three were held for Investiga¬ 
tion. There was no disorder.

SOME ADVANCED OPINIONS. 


In the face of the fact that he had 
filed with the Circuit Clerk In Jefferson 
county a certificate signifying his inten¬ 
tion to claim Louisville as his home, 
the Republican officers in the Fortieth 
precinct of the Seventh ward yesterday 
refused to allow Hubert Vreeland. the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, to oast 
his vote. W. C. Caye, the Republican 
judge, maintained that Mr. Vreeland’s 
residence is in Frankfort and that he 
baa no right to retain his residence in 
Louisville. The courts having decided 
that n mandamus will not lie to compel 
an officer to allow* a voter to cast his 
ballot, no matter what the circumstan¬ 
ces. Mr. Vreeland lost his vote. 

A civil suit for damage-* is the only 
recourse left Mr. Vreeland. and he has 
been advised by his attorney that he 
may sue. A suit is possible, as there 
Is no doubt of the right of Mr. Vreeland 
to vote here. The Republican officers 
will be made defendants in case the 
guit Is filed. Mr. Vreeland cites 'the law 
•aylrig that a nmn occupying an official 
posttlon in the State Government may 
vote in his home town, his residence at 
the seat of government being considered 
merely as temporary and not *is his 
actual home. Few of the officials of the 
6tate vote in Frankfort. Gov. Beckham 
Votes in Bardf»tV>wn, and the others go 
back to their home towns to cast the.r 
ballots. The facts connected with Mr. 
Vreeland'* case were as follows: 

More than a year ago Mr. Vreeland 
filed w*1th the Clerk of the court 
Jn Jefferson county and with the Clerk 
uf the Frankdn Circuit Court a eer- 
tlflknaite as provided by law. In which 
lie stated his intention of retaining his 
residence in Louisville and his 
intention of voting he*e and 
not In Frankfort. This notice is 
required in order to S'dtle the voter* • 
Intention and to prevent voting In both 
places. Mr. Vreeland knew the law and 
knew that he had a right to vote here. 
He came to Louisville on the first day 
of registration and applied at his pre¬ 
cinct polls for registration. The Dem¬ 
ocratic officers signed his certificate, but 
the Republicans refused to do this. Mr. 
Vreeland consulted with his attorney 
*tnd left the certificate with him, but 
In some way It became lost. 

A new certificate was secured from 
the County Clerk, affidavit being made 
that the original certificate had been 
lost. Yesterday Mr. Vreelnnd applied 
at the Fortieth precinct of the Seventh 
•ward and presented his certificate, but 
the Republicans declined to a'low him 
to vote. His home has been at 317 
West Broadway for the past six years 
end he has always voted from that 
place.

The first session of the Southern Bap¬ 
tist Congress, held yesterday afternoon 
at Br»adway Baptist church, was 
opened auspiciously, and addresses of 
welcome were made to the visitors by 
three of Louisville’s most eloquent 
speakers. 

On behalf or the State Judge A. P. 
Humphrey welcomed the congress In 
the most cordial terms. He spoke of 
his kinship to th© Baptist Church, and 
of the singular aptitude of the congress 
meeting upon the day when the people 
of the United States were selecting a 
man to orcupy the highest position of 
honor In the w*or!d. 

The principles of this Government, he 
said, are founded upon Calvinism, and 
It le fitting for Calvinists to meet to 
confer upon the betterment of man¬ 
kind at this time. 

Judge Humphrey showed that It is 
becoming more and more necessary fox 
men who seek political office to show* 
that they have received a proper train¬ 
ing in the principles of moral rectitude 
laid down in the Bible, and congratu¬ 
lated the congress upon the fact. 

The congress was welcomed on be¬ 
half of the Christian community by 
the Rev. E. LL Powell. Dr. Powell said 
that liberty and loyalty were the dom¬ 
inant notes of the meeting. He com¬ 
pared the Christian liberty of the con¬ 
gress to that of St. Paul, who. owning 
Jesus Christ for hie Master, neither 
owed nor gave allegiance to any other. 
After reviewing the principal topics for 
discussion. Dr. Powell congratulated 
the congress upon the richness of the 
programme. And expressed his wish to 
be present during every session.

Welcome By Baptists. 

Dr. Carter Helm Jones $p ke on be¬ 
half of the Baptist churches, and wel¬ 
comed the congress In cordial fashion. 
Dr. Jones said in welcoming tlie visit¬ 
ors. Baptist men. he felt us if he were 
speaking to brothers, with whom one 
could work,, fight and love. 

Dr. J. B. Marvin, In his response to 
the addr es s es of welcome, referred to the 
preceding speaker* In a happy fashion, 
and disclaimed any wish to make a 
speech. He then proceeded to respond 
in a few graceful remarks to the ad¬ 
dresses of welcome. 

Prof. B. D. Burton. D. D.. of the 
University of Chicago, read a masterly 
paper upon “What Should the Church©- 
Demand of the Theological Schools?’* 
Prof. Burton took up the pha.se of the 
question relating to endowments and 
thefr influence upon the polio* of a 
school. If the views of thoee who gave 
money fif.ty years ago were consulted 
now. Prof. Burton aald. It would mean 
an end to all progress. A teacher should 
not be confined by the narrow bounds 
of the beliefs of those long dead, nor 
should a school be supposed to give 
buck to other heirs money left to It be¬ 
cause of a change in doctrine or betW. 
F rof. Burton dwelt at length upon the 
harm that is done to a teacher’s useful¬ 
ness when he Is made to fear removal 
nls chair, because of advanced 
thought or a divergence of thought 
from the body of the church. 

But Prof. Burton believes. If neces¬ 
sary. in order to keep abreast of the 
advance In theological thought, that 
schools should give back any moneys 
donated upon suoh terms as would in- 
t< rfere with any changr of method or 
doctrine thought beet. The search for 
truth. Prof. Burton believes, Is the 
first thing, and we "must search for 
It with unbiased eyes, untinied with 
gold. 

Prof. E. Y. Mullins, who followed 
Prof. Burton, requested time to give an 
Invitation to the guests of the Con¬ 
gress. which, being granted, he of¬ 
fered the unlimited use of the buildings 
of the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary to the visitors.

Needs Brain and Heart. 


Prof. Mullins thinks that the pecul¬ 
iarities of doctrine should be taught to 
students of denominational theology so 
that when they are culled upon to take 
charge of a church they rnay know 
every feature of the doctrine they sup¬ 
port. That a man shall become a good 
preacher, or pastor, or evangelist bv 
merely "going through" the seminary 
Is impossible, said Dr. Mullins. He re¬ 
quires bruin and heart, and All qual¬ 
ities that are the heritage of a man of 
Intelligence and feeling. If a mail has 
no tact and no energy, the seminary 
cannot help him, and many men who 
have had a college course enter the 
seminary with rio advantage practic¬ 
ally over men who have had a charge 
and who have seen what hard knocks 
the world has in store for everv one. 
Prof. Mullins said the men with a 
college education to their credit hive 
no advantage, cither in the chiss-robm 
or elsewhere, over those who. lacking 
the learning of the text-hooks, have 
learned the ways of the world by con¬ 
tact. Prof. Mullins dwelt at length 
upon the Impossibility of making a 
preacher of any man without hla earn¬ 
est co-operntion. Education, he said, 
could not be forced Into the brain, but 
must be gained by the hardest of la¬ 
bor. and a lazy man has no place in 
the busy whirl of seminary labor. Prof. 
Mullins' paper was crowded with 
pointed epigram, and he received loud 
applause at its close. 

The appointed speakers upon this 
topic were the Rev. O. P. Gifford, of 
Buffalo, and Uic Rev. John 8. Sowers, 
of Norwood, Ohio. 

Dr. Gifford Is known as one of the 
most eloquent speakers In the Baptist 
Church, and his address bore out his 
reputation. Dr Gifford, speaking at 
length of the literature of the various 
professions, said that no man would 
he permitted to practice medicine or 
the law until he hud passed an ex¬ 
amination showing himself familiar 
uj»h the literature of that profession, 
even to the smallest detail.

What Minister Needs.

BLADES AND HOOPER. 


BEGAN AT AN EARLY HOUR. 


Patrolmen Dan Sexton. Tom Con¬ 
nell, John Tierney and Dennis J. Nehan, 
with Kilng Tyler, colored, were arrested 
at the voting place of the thirteenth 
precinct of the Ninth ward. Eighth and 
^Grayson streets, yesterday by Deputy 
United States Marshals William Blades 
and James Hooper on charges of "Con 
spiring to injure. Intimidate, oppress 
and threaten voters In the exercise of 
a privilege, secured to them by the Con¬ 
stitution and laws of the United States, 
giving them the right to vote for a 
Representative In Congiws." The wai- 
rants upon wh-lcfri the arrests were 
made were sworn cut by J. M. ColdweJl. 

The action wns the result of the ar¬ 
rest by the policemen of John A. St it - 
zel. John Woodruff, colored, and Lloyd 
R&gley, colored. It being alleged that 
negro thugs attacked these rnen, who 
were in the exercise of their duty, be.it 
them a*;d injured them, and that the 
police arrested five victims instead of 
the men who committed the depreda¬ 
tions. 

Stitzel ond the two negroes are 
charged with disorderly conduct. Wood¬ 
ruff was arrested by Nehan and Con¬ 
nell; Ragiey by Tierney and ttexton. 
and Ftltxel by Tierney and Sexton. 
All thret* of the men arrested allege 
that they were set upon and beaten, 
and that Instead of receiving protection 
at the hands of the police they were 
thrown Into Jail. 

Patrolman Connell yestenday made 
the following statement: 

"I raw that men were fighting about 
the polls and ran In. Wc arrested who¬ 
ever fell into our hands. Of course, if 
the other men ran away and disap¬ 
peared In Ihe crowd we could not arrest 
them. I do not know the politics of 
any of them. We arc absolutely Inno¬ 
cent of the charge they have fll?d 
against us. We were simply acting In 
the exercise of obr duty* We saw* the 
fights and arrested all of the partici¬ 
pants that we could lay our hands on." 

The bonds of the men arrested by the 
Government officials were fixed at 
11,500 each. Connell. Sexton and Tier¬ 
ney were released on bonds furnished 
by Jacob Gnst. King Tyler was re¬ 
leased upon a bond signed by Thomas 
Cole, colored. Patrolman Nehan was 
arrested later in the day than the oth¬ 
ers. Robert W. Bingham signed his 
bond ami will represent all of the de¬ 
fendants In the Court. The cases were 
originally* set for Saturday*, but as Mr. 
Bingham will be In 8t. Louis on that 
day. it whs decided to call them on 
Monday.

Buried With Wearer In 1864. Lost 
When Body Was Removed, At 
Last Reaches Widow. 


After lying burled In the ground for 
forty* years, a silver ring worn by Cor¬ 
pora! D. A. Patch. Company B. Sec- 
ong Regiment. Vermont Volunteers, h«& 
been returned to his widow, now Mrs. 
Alice T. Plllnbury, of East Wallingford, 
says a Rutland. Vt.. telegram to the 
New York World. The ring was found 
last summer b$r William Landrtun, of 
Washington. who sold it to James F. 
Owens, of Spottsvylvanla, Va.. a vet¬ 
eran. It was sent eventually to Mrs. 
PlUsbtiry through the efforts of Albert 
H. Van Densen. of Washington, form¬ 
erly Captain in the Ninety-seventh 
New York Volunteer Infantry. 

Landram picked up the ring abrut fif¬ 
teen feet from the old “Bloody Angie" 
breastworks of the battlefield. It was a 
simple, narrow baud and bore Corporal 
Patch’s name, company and regiment 
inscribed on the Inside. It was broken 
at one point and badly tarnished, but 
when cleaned the lettering showed 
plainly*. 

When Capt. Van Densen learned of 
the discovery* of the relic he Immedi¬ 
ately set about finding the survivors 
of the ring and finally got In commu¬ 
nication with the widow, who was mar¬ 
ried to the soldier in 1862 and remar¬ 
ried to Spencer Plllsbury ln 18*8, four 
years after learning of the death of 
Patch. 

Ambrose T. Patch, of Spurgeon, Mo., 
a brother of the Corporal, wrote Capt. 
Van Densen that he was Color Sergeant 
In the some company. 

"I know that my* brother wore the 
ring on May 8. 1864. and was killed 
about fifteen feet from the breastworks 
on May 12." he says. "He was shot 
through the head and also through the 
heart, and was burled where he fell. 
I afterward sent his widow a part of 
the Inside of his watch which had been 
driven Into his body and also hts wal¬ 
let. one corner of which had been cut 
off by a Confederate bullet. I did not 
see my brother burled ns I was wound¬ 
ed In the bottle of the Wilderness on 
May R. but Corporal Albert Maranvllle 
told me of the disposition of the body 
and said that the ring wna on the fin¬ 
ger at interment." 

The bodies of the soldiers burled on 
the battlefield were removed to the 
national burying-ground at Fredericks¬ 
burg. but in some manner the rLng 
slipped from the finger and was lost.
